The retirement of Joseph N. Weber as president of the American 
federation of musicians after forty years of leadership in that great 
union should be marked by more than a passing sigh. 

No man in the American labor movement is more widely loved or re- 
spected. No man in the American labor movement 
more richly deserves a tribute of praise than this 
courageous leader of the musicians. 

Slender, grey-haired, gentle, modest Joe Weber 
has displayed the qualities of a fighter throughout 
his long career. More than two-score years ago he 
started from scratch in Denver by organizing a 
local union of musicians. When he became presi- 
dent of the national organization it was still a tiny 
group. Today the union has 135,000 members. It 
embraces every great orchestra in the nation. The 
members of this union make the music of America. 
In every symphony hall, in every ballroom, in every 

Joszrm N. Wessex hotel and restaurant and over every radio, the 
music we hear is performed by union musicians. 

This achievement is all the more remarkable when we remember that 
musicians are artists and therefore individually temperamental. To get 
them together and to get them to stick together in a union organization 
was a feat of education, persuasiveness and persistence that required a 
lifetime of inspired leadership. 

A LIFE-TIME JOB 

The musicians of America love Joe Weber. He has never treated the 
slightest one of them meanly or unjustly. They appreciate what he has 
accomplished for them materially and spiritually. This appreciation was 
expressed in concrete form when the 750 delegates to the union’s con- 
vention in Indianapolis voted to create a special life-time post for him 
as technical adviser at $20,000 a year. 

So Joe Weber is far from through yet. If we know him, he will con- 
tinue to work day and night for the interests of the men and women to 
which he has devoted his whole life. No one could drag him away from 
that job. 

In ‘vaca years, technological advances have destroyed thousands of 
jobs held by musical performers. The radio, the phonograph, canned 
music that is piped into amusement places by telephone—all of these 
developments have threatened to decimate the number of jobs open to 
musicians. With stubborn perseverance, Mr. Weber has fought unyield- 
ingly to protect his members and they have come through critical times 
with a large measure of success. 

Any appraisal of Mr. Weber’s career would be entirely inadequate if it 
failed to mention the inspiration and assistance he has received from 
his faithful wife. Mrs. Weber, always at her husband’s side,is fully as 
devoted to his job as Mr. Weber. Anyone who has ever seen them to- 
gether could not help being impressed by their loving and unselfish 
regard for each other. If ever there was an ideal couple this is it. 

A FIGHTING SPEECH 

In recent years illness has cut down Mr. Weber’s activities but it has 
not quenched his fighting spirit. Those who attended the last convention 
of the American Federation of Labor in Cincinnati were afforded a 
striking example of that. 

One of the delegates from the musicians’ union in an address to the 
convention turned his caustic wit on President Roosevelt and took a few 
political cracks at him. Since this delegate is known as a confirmed Re- 
publican and since his addresses for many years have been a feature of 
A. F. of L. conventions, no one appeared to be unduly disturbed by his 
remarks. But President Roosevelt is one of Joe Weber’s heroes and the 
musicians’ union last year, and again this year, gave him their unquali- 
fied endorsement. So Joe Weber, although under doctor’s orders to re- 
frain from any excitable activity, marched up to the platform, brushed 
aside those who attempted to deter him and delivered an impassioned 
defense of the president that was one of the highlights of the conven- 
tion. 

Joe Weber’s honesty, his integrity, his sincerity and his outstanding 
ability never have been questioned. He is a credit to his organization. 
He is a credit to the American labor movement. The American Feder- 
ation of Labor can be proud of the fact that Joe Weber for many years 
has been one of its stalwart leaders and a member of its executive coun- 
cil. His record, his career and his great services to the workers of this 


country constitute a full and unanswerable reply to those who would like 
to besmirch the good name of the American labor movement.

“It is our opinion, and I am con- 
fident we have the full backing of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
that cutting wages and lowering 
working standards is a poor way to 
build morale in a time of emer- 
gency.”

URGED BY LEGION HEAD 


Raymond J. Kelly, national com- 
mander of the American legion, de- 
clared that there were at least 600 
“communazi” organizations now 
functioning throughout the United 
States and charged that their ac- 
tivities constituted a great menace 
to the country. 


“In my belief,” he said in an edi- 
torial in ‘The National Legionnaire,’ 
“the good of the whole nation com- 
pels summary action to be taken 
by our properly constituted federal, 
state and local authorities to stamp 
out in their entirety the activities 
of these subversives, irrespective of 
what may happen to their fellow- 
travelers or innocent bystanders.

Laws Safeguarding 
Women Boost Jobs 


Every time decent minimum 
wages are established for women, 
sweat-shoppers raise the cry that 
this will lead to displacement of 
women by men. The claim has been 
echoed by the national woman’s 
party. 

That fiction was exploded in a 
report made this week by Mrs. 
William Kittle, member of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia’s minimum wage 
board. The district ordered a $17-a- 
week minimum for women em- 
ployed in stores. 

A year after that scale went into 
effect, feminine employes in Wash- 
ington’s seven biggest _ stores 
jumped up from 5,185 to 5,300. Fur- 
thermore, the minimum didn’t be- 
come the maximum as many low 
wage advocates predicted it would. 
Actually, the number of women 
drawing higher than the $17 “floor” 
rose by nearly a third.

The A. F. of L. chiefs*arged that 
these planks be incorporated in the 
republican party platform. In ac- 
cordance with the federation’s non- 
partisan political policy, the same 
recommendations will be submitted 
to the democratic national conven- 
tion next month. 


The specific suggestions, drawn 
up by the executive council, cov- 
ered twenty-seven separate topics. 
A summary of the recommenda- 
tions follows: 

National Defense.— Labor must 
be represented in the administra- 
tion and formulation of emergency 
defense measures. No weakening or 
lowering of standards without 
agreement of wunions concerned. 
Minimum wage, maximum hour 
and social legislative standards 
must not be lowered. Provision 
should be made for payment of dis- 
missal wages to insure workers 
against privation in  post-emer- 
gency readjustments of industry. 

Subversive Activities. — Investi- 
gate and prosecute organizations 
aiming to overthrow our form of 
government by force. 

Aliens.—Resident aliens engaged 
in subversive activities who advo- 
cate dictatorship, revolution and a 
violent overthrow of our govern- 
ment should be deported promptly. 

Civil Liberties. —- These rights 
should be preserved and continue 


unabridged by any agency of gov- 
ernment. 

Anti-Trust.—Labor unions should 
be exempted from prosecution un- 
der these laws by amendments in 
clear language which could not be 
misinterpreted or circumvented and 
appropriations should be opposed 
for anti-trust prosecutions which 
do not contain safeguards for labor. 

Unemployment. — This is still do- 
mestic problem No. 1. Public re- 
lief must be continued. A long 
range program of public works 
should be undertaken to include

especially such national defense 
projects as transcontinental ex- 
press highways, airport construc- 
tion and the building of hospitals, 
New channels for private invest- 
ment in industry must be found. 
We propose a re-employment fi- 
nance program under which the 
RFC would be empowered to guar- 
antee long term loans to industries 
which would create jobs. 


Right to Organize.—We reiterate 
our support of the fundamental 
principles and policies of the na- 
tional labor relations act but de- 
mand impartial administration of 
these policies, free from bias and 
partisanship. 


High Wages.—We earnestly re- 
quest you to incorporate in your 
platform a declaration favoring the 
principle of high wages. 

Shorter Work Day and Week.— 
We urge that your platform declare 
in favor of a shortening of hours 
of work without reduction in the 
purchasing power of the workers 
involved. 


Social Security—Expand and per- 
fect the present program. There 
should be no reduction in unem- 
ployment compensation taxes until 
benefits are substantially increased. 
Old age insurance should be ex- 
tended to cover all wage earners. 
Permanent disability should be in- 
sured against. We urge the adop- 
tion of a national health insurance 
program. There should be created 
in the department of labor an in- 
dustrial hygiene agency to protect 
workers against occupational haz- 
ards. 

Child Labor.—We urge ratifica- 
tion by the states of the child labor 
amendment. 

Housing.— We stand committed 
for a public housing program and 
demand the continuation and ex- 
pansion of the low rent housing 
and slum clearance program of the 
U. S. housing authority. 

A surprise recommendation called 
for the appointment of a union 
representative as secretary of labor. 

Other recommendations grouped 
under various headings included 
federal aid for education, appro- 
priations for vocational education, 
maintenance of the national em- 
ployment service, continuation of a 
restricted immigration policy, pro- 
tection of wage and working stand- 
ards by law, enactment of state 
laws patterned after the federal 
Norris-La Guardia anti-injunction 
act, more adequate compensation 
for federal employes, extension of 
the civil service and home rule for 
Puerto Rico.

“A. F. L. BUS DRIVER SUCCUMBS TO 

PHYSICAL ATTACK OF STRIKING PICKETS” 

Thus reads the headlines in another labor dispute on the west coast. 
Until recent years picketing was taboo. Legislation such as the NLRB, 
its predecessor the NRA, the Norris-LaGuardia act, liberal interpreta- 
tion of constitutional guarantees by the courts, have now established 
the recognized precedent that picketing is legal. Liberal minded judges 
recognizing labor’s constitutional rights, rule that picketing should not 
only be tolerated, but must not be interfered with. No longer can courts 
of the land at the behest of unscrupulous employers, issue injunctions on 
the merest pretext restraining labor’s constitutional privilege. 

Not so long ayo labor unions in order to defend themselves from the 
vicious tactics of labor baiting employers, had to resort to like tactics 
as a protective measure. When these employers resorted to strike- 
breakers, stool-pigeon employes, private detectives, vigilantes, state mili- 
tia, lockouts, tear gas and other devices in order to wreck labor, labor 
had no other recourse than to fight violence with violence. The day of 
force to gain labor’s objective should be a thing of the past. Labor can 
and should resort to the courts for recourse against the stubborn em- 
ployer. Legitimate labor organizations do take advantage of the gains 
by resorting to the courts. The rank and file of the American Federation 
of Labor recognize the effort and hardship exerted by the federation, to 
establish through the courts by decision labor’s inalienable rights. 
GOONS DESTROY LABOR UNIONS 

Yet in this day of enlightenment we read of violence on the picket 
line. Right in our own back yard an A. F. of L. member succumbs to 
violence of “goons” on the picket line. When the press refers to “goons” 
as the responsible element for the death of a bus driver, they apply the 
proper term to those individuals who are a disgrace to labor. It is the 
“goon” dual unionist who is belligerently destroying labor’s gains. 

While we are on the subject of “goons”, here recently your correspon- 
dent attended a court session in Santa Clara county.. During argument 
in a labor case the trial judge asked one of the lawyers: “What is a 
goon?”. The lawyer promptly responded with a fine dissertation on the 
animal, so much so, that it bears repetition. 

“Your honor, a goon is in reality a fictitious being created out of the 
mind of a certain cartoonist. In the realms of labor, he is a parasite 
rarely if ever employed. He does not seek work, his only ambition is 
to parade in a picket line where he does not belong. His chief stock in 
trade is vulgarity and profanity, usually leveled at some honest laborer 
who does not see eye to eye with his philosophy. He feels best at home 
when wielding a bludgeon against an unarmed adversary, particularly 
when morally, or immorally supported by the strength of numbers of 
his fellow goons. In a gang of goons he is the universal hero, alone he 
is the cringiest, cowardliest of men. If a strike is settled he does not 
return to work, he simply moves on to the next field of action. His 
|greatest boast is that of frightening helpless women and children. He 
gloats in satisfaction of work well done when he has called at the home | 
of an honest laborer, there notifying the anxious wife that her husband | 
‘will be home as soon as he can leave the hospital. Like the rat that he | 
resembles he operates best in the dark. That, your honor, is a brief sum- 
|mary of a ‘goon’.” 

MUST ELIMINATE EVIL 

If picketing is again to become in disfavor in the public mind, or 
courts by dicta eliminate what has been so dearly established, the work 
of these parasites will be the cause of the elimination. It is common 
knowledge that at best, labor will always be the target of the vicious 
employer. The question that confronts labor: shall labor permit the de- 
struction of precedents earned, or should labor do everything within its 
power to eliminate this cancerous growth against its well being? 

The psychology of the picket who believes that only by violence can 
the battle be won is unsound. Decisions bearing on picketing set down 
|the doctrine that picketing is a form of advertising. It Is advertising of 
this nature that resolves itself into a bitter pill for the adamant em- 
ployer. The “goon”, the irrational hot-headed picket, cannot understand 
|that if you beat up the employe, the employer is not disturbed. He can- 
not feel the hurts that his employe is the recipient of. The truth of the 
matter, the employer relishes violence. The only media left for the die- 
hard employer to obtain court intervention is to allege violence when 
seeking injunctive relief. 

This same employer usually tries to leave the impression that picketing 
does not harm him. A careful examination of his ledger will usually 
divulge the scars of labor’s exercise of its economic rights. In the last 
analysis, the task of your union representative is made much lighter 
when you co-operate with him and picket peacably. 

THEREFORE; IF YOU ARE CALLED UPON BY YOUR UNION 
TO PICKET PEACEABLY, DO SO, IN ORDER THAT YOUR GOAL | 
WILL BE ATTAINED WITHOUT COURT INTERFERANCE.

Conciliation Service 
Adjusts 268 Disputes 


The conciliation service of the 
U. S. department of labor settled 


268 strikes, lockouts and other con- 
troversies last month, involving 
79,050 workers, the department re- 
ported. Facilities of the service 
were used in 26 major industrial 
fields, covering 37 states, Alaska 
and the District of Columbia. 


The federal power commis- 
sion reported this week that 
the “production of _ electric 
power per capita” for each 
person in the United States 
more than doubled from 410 
kilowatt-hours in 1920 to 994 in 
1939. 

That tremendous increase 
was at least partly caused by 
the reduction in electric rates 
forced on the private utilities 
by the competition of T. V. A. 
and other public-owned “yard- 
sticks” and by “New Deal” reg- 
ulation. , 


D. C. Employes’ Wages 
Cannot Be Garnisheed 


Municipal Judge Nathan Cayton 
quashed a writ of 
which, if approved, would have di- 
rected the government of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to pay a claim 
against the salary of one of its em- 
ployes. “The funds sought to be at- 
tached,” Judge Cayton said, “are 
not those of the defendant and can- 
not become his property until ac- 
tually paid over to him; until that 
time such funds remain charged 
with a public trust and cannot be 
diverted to secure the payment of 
a private debt.”

The Oakland Plan 

There is little doubt but that the 
Oakland plan, successor to the old 
industrial association, will be much 
heard of in the next several days. 
This particularly caused by the 
teamsters’ strike. 


In the past week or so, we have 
been subjected to various scurrilous 
advertisements belittling the team- 
sters’ union and the entire mem- 
bership of the labor movement as 
well. These brazen ads over the 
signature of the Oakland plan have 
even gone so far as to intimate 
that labor unions might be fifth 
column in some of their activities. 
That such statements have caused 
the anger of members of bona fide 
labor unions is to be expected. 


Some years ago, when the Oak- 
land plan was merely a crawling 
infant, the A. F. of L. was asked to 
give its blessing. Brother Bill 
Spooner, then secretary of the la- 
bor council, seeing in the Oakland 
plan another labor-fighting indus- 
trial council, flatly refused. 


It is apparent at this time, that 
the views of Brother Spooner were 
well founded. Such statements as 
have appeared in the local daily 
papers over the name of the Oak- 
land plan can have but one ulti- 
mate objective . . “union busting.” 


Some months ago the paint mak- 
ers’ union asked for a war clause, 
a clause that would guarantee to 
the employes in the paint factories, 
that enlisted in. the armed services 
of their country in time of war, 
their jobs back without loss of 
seniority, if they returned. The 
flag-waving Oakland plan, repre- 
senting the paint manufacturers, 
refused this guarantee. Yet, the 
plan has the temerity to suggest 
that some labor union activities 
might be fifth column in their 
scope... these activities being the 
strike. Certainly there is a very ap- 
parent inconsistency somewhere.. 


It is high time the employers of 
Oakland woke up to the fact that 
their representation is causing a 
tremendous disfavor among their 
employes. Employers should know 
that the tactics indulged in by the 
Oakland plan are further and fur- 
ther widening the gap between em- 
ployer and employe. The trust and 
confidence that employer-union re- 
lationships enjoyed during the last 
two years is rapidly disappearing 
under the barrage of insults and 
misrepresentations broadcast by 
the Oakland plan as representing 
many local employers. 


When any organization will go so 
far as to request an employer to 
lay off his crew ... for the purpose 
of causing the people of the east 
bay to blame the teamsters’ union 
for spreading “creeping paralysis” 
then I for one say that that organ- 
ization is certainly out of line. Ask 
the retail delivery drivers at Hinks’ 
store in Berkeley why they aren’t 
working. Why were 45 retail clerks 
recently laid off in an Oakland 
store? And there are lots of other 
“WHYS!”

Building Has Taken 
Tremendous Spurt 


Building construction is now at 
the highest levels in years and 
further expansion is in sight. 

The “Wall Street Journal” re- 
ported this week that home build- 
ing last month touched the 1929 
mark, and that industrial con- 
struction, which has been lagging, 
has taken a “tremendous spurt.” 

Scores of industrial concerns 
have launched expansive programs, 
the “Journal” said, reporting a 175 
per cent gain in awards last week. 

This statement offsets the propa- 
ganda issued by the CIO wherein 
they state building has dropped 
during the past year because the 
A. F. of L. wages were too high. 
The CIO issued the propaganda to 
try and gain control of the building 
industry.

Labor's Voice in 
Defense Is Asked 


A. F, of L. Also Urges 
Adequate Income 
For Workers 


Organized labor should be repre- 
sented on all policy groups dealing 
with the defense program as well 
as on all boards for training skilled 
workers, the American Federation 
of Labor’s monthly survey of busi- 
ness declared. 


The survey described the vast 
program for retooling of factories 
and said it would require $200,000,- 
000 of machine tools and increase 
that industry’s 1940 output by 50 
per cent. 


“The urgency of this pro- 
gram brings strong pressure for 
speed and efficiency and the shifts 
to be made are difficult,” the sur- 
vey continued. 


“This is a time when America 
needs particularly to safeguard her 
democratic procedures. Unless we 
preserve the principles of represen- 
tation, we are in grave danger of 
losing the very fundamentals of de- 
mocracy which we build arma- 
ments to defend; and, once they 
are lost, no battleships or airplanes 
can restore them.” 


It was also suggested that the 
country must safeguard a steady 
progress towards higher living 
standards because “America’s first 
line of defense is her man-power.” 


“Without the strength of human 
mind, muscle and will, armaments 
can neither be produced nor oper- 
ated for defense,” the report added. 
“Yet for the past ten years the rav- 
ages of depression have sapped the 
vitality of our people through low 
income and unemployment.” 

American Federation of Labor 
estimates state that half of Amer- 
ican families are living below min- 
imum standards for health and effi- 
ciency, according to the monthly 
report. 

It urged that “as a matter of na- 
tional conservation and prepara- 
tion for defense steps must be 
taken to correct this sorry condi- 
tion and revitalize our human ener- 
gies by giving work and adequate 
income to our work forces,” 

“Fortunately this can be done in 
the present circumstances,” the re- 
port declared. “The national de- 
fense program will lift production 
to higher levels, particularly in the 
heavy industries.” 

The report said that rapid in- 
creases in productivity have made 
it possible to increase wages, but 
actually wages, in the last twenty 
years, have not kept pace with 
productivity. Labor, it was assert- 
ed, is ready to give full co-opera- 
tion in the defense program but 
“income increases should be fairly 
shared by workers as partners; 
millions of underprivileged should 
be brought nearer an adequate liv- 
ing standard.” 

The survey said that the shorter 
work week was necessary “to as- 
sure efficiency in the pressure of 
work ahead” and it was asserted 
that shortening hours “does not 
raise the employer’s costs of pro- 
duction.” 

As long as the country has a 
large surplus labor supply, produc- 
tion can be increased without 
lengthening the work week, the 
statement added.

HARD-FOUGHT STRIKE 
WON BY AFL UNIONS . 


Nearly 1,000 members of the 
international association of ma- 
chinists and the international 
brotherhood of blacksmiths re- 
turned to work this week in 40 ma- 
chine shops at Seattle, Wash., after 
winning a hard-fought one-month 
strike. 

Wires received at machinists’ 
headquarters in Washington dis- 
closed that the strikers obtained 
nearly all of their demands—wage 
increases, vacations with Pay, 
double pay for overtime and other 
gains. 

The unions won the struggle de- 
spite a costly campaign of propa- 
ganda against the strike waged by 
the employers, who were united in 
the Washington Metal Trades, Inc. 
Newspapers carried stories that 
the walkout held up “national de- 
fense” work, but the unions ex- 
posed these yarns as “fakes.”
